The University of Ottawa took immediate action to meet 
the challenge. Rev. Andre Guay, dynamic young Oblate priest, 
was commissioned to set up a “Catholic Centre.” He quickly 
surrounded himself with equally enthusiastic members of the 
clergy and laity. Their whole world revolved around the 
Divine precepts and the Papal directives and their task was 
to make these so easily understood and so popular that all 
would enjoy the fruits in full measure. 

Today that “Catholic Centre” is universally known for the 
aid which it has given to clergy and laity.

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An innovation in the publishing of 
Catholic books which seemed important in 


prospect and started off aptly, now proves 


that it can fulfill its promise and keep to 
its initial pitch and pace. The innovation I 
mean is the Image Books project, a subsid- 
iary of the Doubleday Company, which is 
making available at reasonable prices hand- 
some paperback reprints of 
Catholic titles. The third set of Image Books

The most difficult of the 
lot is John Henry New- 
man’s A Grammar of 
Assent (95 cents). This 
may easily be Newman’s 
masterpiece. Though it 
first appeared 85 years 
Msgr. Kennedy avo, it is still of prime sig- 
nificance. 

It deals with “the nature’ of the precise 
form of assent that: is‘ involved in the re- 
ligious faith of a believer,” as Etienne Gil- 
son says in his introduction to this edition, 
And it draws a distinction between notional 
assent to theology and real assent to re- 
ligious reality, without setting them at 


3 odds, 
In our day theology is commonly de- 
spised and dismissed as so much futile 


word-game playing or splitting of theoreti- 
cal hairs, and the stress ts on “living” a re- 
ligion which is undefined, indeed held to be 
undefinable and even incapable of intellec- 
tual apprehension. A prophet in so much, 
Newman was a prophet in foreseeing the 
trend to such subjectivism and vaporousness 
where ‘religion is concerned. 

Likewise,. he grasped something else 
which has increasingly become a problem: 
the fact, as Dr. Gilson puts it, that “in 
nominally Catholic countries, : countless 
baptized men and women not wholly ig- 
norant of their religion, seem to live, to be- 
have and to think as though they were 
wholly foreign. to the truth of Christian 
dogma.” 

Such practical and continuing situations 
are analyzed and explained in this lengthy 
and subtle work which richly repays the 
long drawn out and deliberative reading it 
requires. To put it within the reach of all 
is one of Image Book’s best services yet. 

Easier and more entertaining reading, 
though only relatively less’ basic, -is G. K. 
Chesterton’s The: Everlasting Man (75 
cents). Here again Image Books presents 
what is probably a masterpiece. 

Chesterton is concerned to disprove the 
view that there is nothing unmistakably 
unique about Christ and Christianity. This 
idea provides a convenient escape from 
facing the authority. and the demands of 
Christ and His religion. For if you can per- 
suade: yourself that the former is but an- 
other version of figures in mythology, and 
the second merely an amalgam of odd bits 
of pagan religions, you will excuse your- 
self from responding to their overwhelming 
claims to acceptance and obedience. 

Chesterton obviously had fun in the com- 
position of this rushing, rollicking, but not 
at all frivolous book, and the reader will 
find it an exhilarating experience. And that 
not merely for the dazzling insight dis- 
played in parallels and illustrations, or for 
the endless revelations of thrilling truths 
buried in tired commonplaces, or for the 
flashing fountain of words kept brilliantly 
in play, but also for the stimulation given 
the mind and the excitement roused con- 
cerning the wonder of the Incarnation.

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Big Week in Sports 


T us is a big week for the followers of sports, 
The American League race is going down to the wire. 
Every major college football team will be in action by 
next Saturday, Sept. 24. But, early in the week, at 
least, it will all be overshadowed by one of the big 
nights of any sports generation... an important 
heavyweight boxing championship ... this time that 
between Rocky Marciano and Archie Moore. . 

You might note that I said an “important” heavy- 
weight match. Chances are there will be more advance 
interest in this battle than any since the Joe Louis- 
Billy Conn (the second Louis - Conn) fight of June 19, 
mae is of hardly more than slight interest that I re- 
member the exact date of the 1946 battle. But it would 
be hard to forget. Having seen the first Louis - Conn 
fight, before World War II, (which was a lulu), I de- 
cided that the wedding of my beloved wife and my- 
self should take place just before the second encounter, 
so that we could include said number two fight in our 
honeymoon itinerary. Well, as I’ve told my dear wife 
many times, for the sake of a story, we've glared at 
each other more intensely than Louis and Conn did at 
each other on the night of June 19, 1946.

Movie Reviews 

[T'S ALWAYS FAIR WEATHER (MGM)—This is 
one of the most entertaining little musicals of the year 
and it is a little musical despite the cast that includes 
Gene Kelly, Dan Dailey and Cyd Charise. There are no 
big musical numbers, no chorus lines of hundreds of 
beautiful girls. The dance sequences are imaginative 
rather than collosal. 

It introduces a couple of new eomers. Michael Kidd 
is Outstanding as a young Italian ex-GI and Delores 
Gray makes’ you laugh in her satire on television. It is 
the satirical qualities of this film that make it so en- 
joyable. It kids the advertising world and television 
unmercifully. 

Gene Kelly, Dan Dailey and Michael Kidd are three 
Gl’s who vow they'll meet again ten years later, certain 
they’ll still be the close friends they’ve been during the 
war. But ten years make a lot of changes and the three 
war time buddies are strangers who don't even like 
each other. 

Gene Kelly is exceptionally good as the buddy who 
has become a well dressed Broadway bum and _ his 
ballet on roller skates is the high spot in a group of 
interesting musical and dance numbers. Dailey is 
amusing as the stuffy businessman and Michael Kidd 
establishes himself as a star as the guy with a ham- 
burger stand. Cyd Charise has only one number, an 
amusing sketch done with some well battered pugs. 

But the funniest man in the film is the $64,000 
man, Hal March. He portrays a prize fighter with slow 
thinking processes and he’ll bring down the house. 

This is a musical for the whole family and I recom- 


mend it highly for everyone. 


GIRL RUSH (Paramount)—Las Vegas doesn’t 
send me ‘into raptures of excitement. On the list of 
places I would like to visit it would come very close 
to being last, for no city emphasizes the material more 
than this city of the try for the quick dollar. But Rosa-~ 
lind Russell apparently thought there was a demand 
for closeup views of this gambling city—and, for all I 
know, there may be. But as a musical, this fails ever to 
get off the ground. It doesn’t skip, it plods; it doesn’t 
leap, it lumbers. 

Hugh Martin and Ralph Blaine have a long record 
as writers of hit songs but if there are any hits in this 
film they aren’t given a presentation that makes them 
recognizable. Eddie Albert is pleasant and so is Miss 


‘Russell. Both Fernando Lamas, the romantic appeal, 


and Gloria De Haven, the sex appeal, leave me cold, 
Marion Lorne, the bumbling teacher of the Mr. Peep- 
ers program, is sometimes amusing; Jimmy Gleason 
never fails to give a good performance, but this film 
just doesn’t click and I can’t understand why a Catholic 
producer and a Catholic star would bother to make it. 


CITY OF SHADOWS (Republic)—This film is as 
nondescript as the title suggests it would be. Victor 
McLaglen plays his one role again and is neither any 
better nor worse than before. The story 1s trite, un- 
interesting. Only interest for me was in a newcomer, 
John Baer, a rather good actor who does not look like 
Tyrone Power but has his voice and mannerisms.

cal and cultural aspirations, po- 
litical forces and social ideas 
and institutions.” 

The Church’s mission, while vy 
its nature and ends belonging to 
the religious and moral field, 
“nevertheless 
very heart of human history,” the 
Pontiff told the historians. Adapt- 
ing herself to circumstances of 
time and place, the Church seeks 
to shape man and society accord- 
ing to Christ’s law. 


“IN THE PRESENT and the 
past century, when problems of 
the family, society, the state and 
the social order assumed ever in- 
creasing and even capital impor- 
tance,” the ‘Pope added, “the 
Church has done her best to con- 
tribute toward the solution of such 


questions, and we believe with 
some success,” 
Discussing Church-state rela- 


tions, the Holy Father explained 
that the Church intervened often 
in the field of public life “in order 
to guarantee a just balance be- 
tween duties and obligations on 
the one hand, and rights and liber- 
ties on the other hand.” 

Political authority, the Pope 
continued, has never had a pro- 
tector more worthy of confi- 
dence than the Catholic Church, 
because the Church bases the 
state’s authority upon the will of 
the Creator and divine law. Be- 
cause the Church attributes to 
public authority a_ religious 
value, she has resisted state 
despotism and tyranny under 
any form. 

Pope Pius quoted the encyclical 
Immortale Dei of Pope Leo XIII 
to define the respective jurisdic- 
tions of the state and the Church, 
both of which are sovereign with- 
in the limits defined by nature 
and the special objective of each. 

Professor Robert Fautier of the 
Sorbonne in Paris, president of 
the historians’ congress, respond- 
ed to the Pope’s greeting. He 
thanked the Holy Father, who, he 
said, “besides tae gate of heaven, 
also opens the gates of his palaces 
to men of goodwill.” 

After the audience, the _ dele- 
gates visited a special exhibit of 
documents arranged by the Vati- 
can Archives. The exhibit includ- 
ed many historically important 
treaties and Jetters. Among the 
latter was an address in 1530 by 
English nobles requesting Pope 
Clement VII to annul the marriage 

of King Henry VIII.
